I 'niversit.y set out in the Schedule to the Delhi 
University Amendment Act No. XXIV of 
1943 which have been assented to by the 
Governor General in Council under Section 29 
(5.) of the Delhi University Act. 

Amendments assented to by the Governor 
General in Council on October 11, 1944 and 
January 31, 1945. 

Stat. 5(1) For “ (iv) The Librarian of the 
University ” substitute 

“ (iv) the Chairman of thy Library Corn- 
ell tee, antd 

(v) the Librarian of the University ”, 
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Stat. 6 For paragraph (d) substitute 
“ (d) to frame Regulations regarding the 
use of the University Library and to appoint a 
Library Committee to supervise the working of 
the Library 

For paragraph (i) substitute 

“ (i) to organise and control the teaching of 
the University and to control the teaching of 
the Colleges.” 

Stat. 17 (2) For this sub-clause of Stat. 17 
(Committee of Selection) substitute the follow- 
ing - ■ 

(2) The Committee of Selection shall consist 
of the following members, namely : — 

(i) the Vice-Chancellor, 

(ii) the Educational Adviser to the Govern- 
ment of India, 

(iii) a person appointed by the Executive 
Council, who shall not be connected with the 
University or any College of the University, 

(iv) u person appointed by the Academic 
Council, who need not be a member of the 
Council, but shall not be connected with any 
College of the University, 

(v) a person nominated by the Chancellor, 
and where the appointment or recognition of 
a Reader is in question, 

(vi) the Dean of the Faculty concerned, 
unless he is himself a candidate ; or 

where the appointment or recognition of a 
teacher other than a Professor or Reader is in 
question, 

(vi) the Head of the Department concern- 
ed : 

Provided that where the appointment or 
recognition of a Professor is concerned 
and there is rio member of the Selection 
Committee with expert knowledge of the 
subjeot-matter of that Chair, the Committee 
shall invite a person with such knowledge 
to become a member of the Committee for 
the purpose of the appointment or recogni- 
tion, and 

where the recognition of a teacher other 
than) a Professor or Reader is concerned, 
the Principal of the College shall act as an 
adviser to the Committee. 

Stat. 18 (3) For the words 1 Professor, 
Reader or Lecturer ”, in both places where they 
occur, substitute the words “ Professor or 
Reader ”, 

Stat. 19 (1) For this sub-clause substitute the 
following : — 

(1) The following Colleges, namely : — 

(a) St. Stephen’s College, 

(b) Hindu College, 

(e) Ramjas College, 

(d) Anglo- Arabic College, 

(e) Commercial College ; and 

(f) Indraprastha Girls' College ; 

or by whatsoever name they may hereafter be 
called and such other Colleges as shall from 
time to time be ' recognised in accordance with 
these Statutes, shall be the recognised Colleges 
of the University, teaching in such subjects as 


the Executive Council, on the recommendation 
of the Academic Council, may, from time to 
time, authorise them to teach. 

Stat. 21 (3) For the words “ Professors, 
Readers or Lecturers ” substitute the words 
“Professors or Readers”. 

Stat. 24 For this Statute substitute : — 

‘ ‘ The Executive Council may establish Senior 
University Scholarships of tho value of one 
hundred rupees per mensem for one year which 
may be extended for another year, for the en- 
couragement of research and original work in 
such subjects and under such conditions as the 
Academic Council may by Regulations pres- 
cribe ” 

Stat. 25 For this Statute substitute : — 

(1) The Executive Counted may establish 
I driver ity Scholarships of the value of thirty 
iupees per mensem tenable for two years in the 
M.A. and the M. Se. classes, and for one year 
in any one of the Law Classes under such con- 
ditions as the Academic Council may by Regu- 
lations prescribe. 

(2) The Executive Council may establish 
University entrance scholarships of the value of 
twenty-five rupees per mensem tenable for three 
years in each case for the benefit of students 
desirous of reading for the B.A. Honours or the 
IS . >Sc. Honours Course in the University under 
such conditions as the Academic Council may 
by Regulations prescribe, 

Stat. 26, 27, 28 These shall he omitted. 

Stat. 30 31 These Statutes shall be inserted 
immediately after statute 2 and subsequent 
Statutes shall be renumbered accordingly. 

Stat. 33 Omit the word “ Degree 

After sub-clause (8) insert sub-clause (14) 
(24) and (25). 

Sub-clauses (ll) to (13), both inclusive, and 
sub-clause (15) amended as hereinafter provid- 
ed and (16) shall be a separate Statute and 
shall be renumbered accordingly, 

Sub-clause (33) shall be included in this sepa- 
rate Statute. 

Sub-clauses (17) to (23), both inclusive, shall 
be a new Statute and shall be renumbered ac- 
cordingly. 

Sub-clauses (26), (27), (28), (31) ^d (32) 
amended as hereinafter provided, shall be a 
separate Statute and shall be renumbered ac- 
cordingly. 

Sub-clauses (29) and (30) shall be omitted. 

For sub-clause (15) substitute the follow- 
ing : — - 

The Executive Council if satisfied with res- 
pect to the matters mentioned in the foregoing 
sub-clause (12) and that it is otherwise desir- 
able that the College should be recognized shall 
recognize the College as a College of the Uni- 
versity : 

Provided that recognition shall in no ease be 
granted with retrospective effect beyond the 
date on which the application was made. 

In sub-clause (26) the last sentence shall be 
omitted. 
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For sub-clause (27) substitute the follow- 
ing : — - 

lL The conditions of residence in a College 
sliuil be prescribed by the Ordinances and every 
Ceiiego .snail be subject to inspection by or out 
beiis if of the Board of .Residence, Health and 
Hiscipiine or by any person authorised in that 
behalf by the Executive Council.” 

Substitute for (.32) the following : — - 

‘‘ The Executive Council shall communicate 
the report of any such inspection or enquiry to 
tile College concerned and may after considering 
any representation made by the College, direct 
tlie College to take such action as may be speci- 
fied, and the College shall take action as direct- 
ed within such period as may bo fixed.” 

Sub-clauses (3), (4), (5) and (*>) 
shall Ijo omitted. 

In sub-clause (7) the first sentence shall be 
omitted.

In sub-clause (10) omit the folio-wing words, 
namely, “ eirher by the mutual agreement be- 
tween the Colleges concerned or.” 

In sub-clause (11) for the words “ Every 

College that it may make ” there shall be 

substituted the following ■. 1 ‘ Every College 

sLuH from time to time in respect of all matters 
relating to the Leaching given therein be sub- 
join io lm.peutioij by or on behalf of the Acade- 
mie Council, and the Executive Council, on re- 
ceiving the report of any such inspection, shall 
communicate the same to the College concerned 
and may, after receiving any representation 
made by the College, direct the College ”.

The total number of members of each Facul- 
ty shall i.lo t exceed, in the case of the Faculties 
of Arts, {Science, and Medicine twenty five, and 
in die case of any other Faculty fifteen except 
willi the sanction of the Chancellor given on 
the request of the Academic Council.

l’be members of the Committee of Selection!, 
other than the ex-olhcio members, shall hold 
office for a period of two years.

the purposes of the transfer, whether in the 
form of cash or of securities, or of both, as 
may be convenient.

such conditions as the Academic Council may 
by .Regulations prescribe. 

Amendment to Statute 27. 

(Assented to by the Governor General in Coun- 
cil on the 18th December, 1946).

27. (1) University Scholarship.— The Exe- 
cutive Council may establish University en- 
trance scholarships of such value as it may 
from time to time determine tenable for two 
years in the M.A. and the M , Sc, classes ; and 
for one year in any ono of the Law Classes ; 
under such conditions as the Academic Coun- 
cil may by Regulations prescribe. 

(2) The Executive Council may establish 
University entrance, scholarships of such value 
as it may from time to time determine tenable 
for three years in each case for the bei fafit of stu- 
dents desirous of reading for the B. A. Honours 
or the B. Sc. Honours Course in the University 
under such conditions as the Academic Council 
naay by Regulations prescribe.
